President Clark announced that the canners would not be celled 
upon to make individuel contributions to the fund. He did urge their personal 
support and assistance to distributors in encouraging them to do individual adver- 
tising. 


President Clerk presented his thought first to the American 
Wholesale Grocers Associaticn at its meeting in Dellas, Texes, and second at the 
meeting of the National Wholesale Grocers Association held in Chicago. Never 
before has the distributor organizations’ membership shown such live interest. 
The Chain Store organization has already been invited to mrticipate end its prti- 
cipation will be genuine and sincere. The Machinery and Supplies Association and 
the Brokers Association will do their full part. 


Distributors and ceanners have agreed on November 8 to 15, 1924, 
inclusive, as the date of the "Week".

Express Rate Order. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission on June 9th made public a 
report in Express Rates, 1922, 1.C.C. Now 13930, ndopted Mey 17, 1924--tho last day 
of the conference with representatives of the Netional Association of Railroad 
Utilities Commissioners. The ecrriers' application for increnses in express rates 
is denied. An order is mede prescribing a revision of class rates substantially as 
outlined in the Commission's tentative report, heretofore distributed. (83 I.C.C. 
606). The revision of Zones, whereby Zones 3, 4, and 5 become a single zone, thus 
giving to the Intermountain states a very merked reduction in rates, is confirmed.

Extension of Time Granted Pertnershirs, 


Fidusiasies, and Corporations, for Filing 
Ficcal Your Keturise 


An extension of time up to and including September 15, 1924, is 
hereby granted in which to file partnership returns, Form 1065A; fiduciary returns, 
Form 1041; and corporation returns, Form 1120s; required to be filed fer fiscal 
yenrs ending cn the last day of January, February, March, April, and May, 1924. 

In the cese of corporations, this extension is granted upon condition that there 
is filed on the original due date a tentative return accompanied by at least one 
fourth of the amount of estimated tax, and thet subsequent installments of tex are 
paid on the reguier due dates. Any deficiency in tax as a result of estimating 


the installments will bear interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum from 
the installment due date. 
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
